It was origihally sighted 
by the United Staes tracking stations, who thought at first it 
might be a Russian satellite. 

A spokesman at Woomera says that the object is about the 
same size as Ah American Explorer satellite. It is hoped that 
tho photograph may help exports to decide whether the unknown 
object is a discarded pldco of a carrier rocket , an unannounc¬ 
ed entry in tho satellite space-stakes or, perhaps , a visitor 
from outer space.
